The result is this wonderful collection of art works which has its first show¬ 
ing at the Corcoran Gallery of Art in Washington and which will tour the United 
States at the urgent request of America’s most prominent galleries and museums. 

To say that I am proud of our merchant seamen is paying them slight tribute. Every 
American rises in salute to these courageous men for their indispensable efforts in 
furtherance of the United Nations march to victory and, as exemplified in this art 
exhibition, their contribution to our culture. 

The War Shipping Administration and United Seamen’s Service are especially grateful 
to Mrs. Peterson. Her devotion to the interests of seamen and her work with them 
has made these art exhibitions possible.
